F, an increase in 
“a juvenile crime 
and delinquency for a long time 
to come unless, as we say, 
“something” is done about it. The 
economy is one place where 
something must be done. But 
where does one start? 


We, the United States, have 
just completed the 13th con- 
secutive quarter during which at 
least one out of every eight 
teen-age boys has been unem- 
ployed. 


But the picture becomes the 


more clear, and the more dis-' 


turbing, when one takes off an- 
other layer of the Department 
of Labor statistics. Among the 
young people who take their youth 
and hopes to the market place, 
who is hurt the most? The answer 
is: 

“The Dropouts.” 

This is a phrase used to describe 
those without a high school diplo- 
ma. Maybe they didn’t even get 
to high school. Many did not, 
A shocking number of youngsters 
in their teens never went past 
the fifth grade. 


(The same thing 
many adults.) 


is true of 


Job Experience 


The job experience of the drop- 
outs is described as “very se- 
vere.” Many of these, a high 
percentage, marry early. ff you 
want another chapter in this un- 
happy story, go to the courts and 
check on the number of aban- 
doned young mothers and chil- 
dren. But they are a-separate 
chapter. This is about the jobless. 


We are now into the decade of 
the sixties. 


In these 10 years, now so la- 
boriously and disappointingly be- 
gun, what the Labor Department 
describes as an “unparalleled 26 
million new young workers,” will 
come into the job market. 


If current levels continue, 7% 
million of these, more than a 
fourth of the total, will be ‘‘drop- 
outs.”” . 


Some of them, in desperation, 
defiance, and a sort of helpless 
“the-hell-with - it-then’’ attitude, 
will turn to petty theft, and then 
to major crimes. They will marry 
and beget children. Some will 
convert their young wives into 
criminals and prostitutes. Others 
will desert wives and babies. This 
is. a pitiful story. We already 
have several millions of ‘“‘drop- 
out casualties.” The prospect of 
nearly eight million more of them 
in the 10 years now begun is a 
morbid but challenging prospect. 


New Demands 


The truth is we have, in part 
at least, been educating for a 
time that is past. Our trade 
schools have not really scratched 
the surface in looking to the de- 
mands of the future—the new de- 
mands. Somehow society must 
try to reduce, by new means, the 
challenging crop of dropouts. 


There is another chapter to this 
long story. It includes such sad- 
dening subjects as the unskilled, 
who are as badly off as the drop- 
outs for the simple reason they 
are grown-up dropouts. This chap- 
ter has special relevance to the 
South and its school problem. 


Negroes tend to have the least 
amount of educational attain- 
ment. (The U.S. Supreme Court 
Was never more right, honestly 
and practically, when it said that 
the segregated system, as cs- 
tablished, was not equal and was 
discriminatory.) 

The South and the nation are 
paying an increasingly high price 
for the long years of discrimina- 
tion. The rate of Negro unemploy- 
ment is double that of their white 
contemporaries who are out of 
work. They account. for one of 
every 10 workers, but two of ev- 
ery 10 unemployed. They include 
the highest percentage of drop- 
outs, and of the unskilled — who 
are the adult dropouts. 


This is a national problem—of 
men and women out of work. Of 
the 150 major labor markets in

WASHINGTON — An appropria- 
tion of $600 million for starting | 
a long-range economic aid pro-| 
gram for Latin America was ap- 
proved by the Senate Tuesday 
without a roll-call vote. 


Requested by Presidents John 
F, Kennedy and Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower to implement the Act of 
Bogota and pave the way for 
sweeping land and tax reforms, 
the measure was sent to confer- 
ence negotiations with the House 
to determine the fate of a single 
Senate amendment. 


The amendment, proposed by 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del, 
would limit to 8 per cent the 
amount of interest that might be 
charged by Latin American credit 
institutions engaged in financing 
low-income housing construction. 
A single objection could kill the 
limitation in conference. 


} MILLIONS FOR CHILE 


In addition to $500 million for 
initiating the aid program, the 
appropriation included $100 mil- 
lion for the Chilean reconstruc- 
tion and rehabilitation program. 
Of the major part, $394 million 
will be administered by the In- 
ter-American Development Bank; 
$100 million by the International 
Cooperation Administration, and 
$6 million by the Organization of 
American States. 


Only scattered opposition was 
voiced against the appropriation 
after Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark, 
chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, stressed that 
recipient governments would have 
to prove their good intentions in 
order to benefit from the fund. 


TO AID COMMON MAN 


While the United States would 
have to deal through Latin 
American governments in Carry- 
ing out the aid program, said Ful- 
bright, ‘‘this bill is designed pri- 
marily to help the common man.” 


“It will help promote land set- 
tlement, low-cost housing, com- 
munity water supplies, sanitation 
and education. It should be ad- 
ministered so as to encourage— 
indeed to require — cooperating 
governments to bring about 
changes in their own economic 
and socail structures. 


“We cannot do this job for 
them. But we can refuse to help 
those governments which give 
only lip service to the demands 
of the great mass of the people.”

WASHINGTON—The White 
House dissociated itself Tuesday 
from civil rights legislation intro- 
duced Monday by two Democrats 
in Congress. 
- Asked about the proposals, 
Pierre Salinger, President~ John 
F. Kennedy’s news secretary, 
said, “The President has made 
it clear that he does not think it 
4s necessary at this time to enact 
civil rights legislation.”” The ad- 
ministration is working now on 
accomplishing what it can under 
existing law, he said. 


‘THEIR BILLS’ 


During the last presidential 
election campaign, Kennedy ap- 
pointed Sen. Joseph S. Clark of 
Pennsylvania and Rep. Emanuel 
Celler of New York as a com- 
mittee to put the Democratic plat- 
form pledges on civil rights into 
legislative form. 


Monday’s proposals—two consti- 
tutional amendments on voting 
and four bills on schools, employ- 
ment and other rights matters— 
were the result. But Salinger 
called them “their bills’”—not the 
President’s. 

Regardless of whose they are, 
observers believe there is no 
| chance of their being enacted this 
year. 


There is no great pressure for 
new legislation, and the adminis- 
tration feels that any attempt to 
get-it would invite a show-down 
that would hinder other parts of 
its program. 


GOP TO HARASS 


The Republicans will seek to 
embarrass the administration for 
not living up to campaign prom- 
ises, but the administration will 
rest its case for now on its strong 
civil rights effort under present 
laws.

. The federal school aid bill moved a 
“step nearer reality yesterday with ap- 
,proval by a House education subcommit- 
*tee of a measure to provide $3,300,000,- 
‘000 help to the states. Earlier a similar 
scommittee of the Senate approved the bill 
“by a vote of 8-1. 


There is yet no assurance the bill 
‘will pass the House although the Senate is 
expected to approve it by a comfortable 
margin. Since the majority of House Re- 
publicans are expected to vote against it, 
the deciding votes will come from South- 
ern Democrats in the House. 


The issue is muddied, and unneces- 
sarily, by the desegregation controversy. 
Secretary of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare Ribicoff, backed by President Ken- 
nedy, has assured Congress the aid bill 
will not mean federal control in any way. 
Georgia’s and other Southern delegations 


will perform a disservice to their states in. 


opposing it. 

Whether or not the bill passes, Georgia 
still faces plenty of home work in correct- 
ing the inequities of its own school fi- 
nances. Tax equalization and revaluation 
are fundamental. Such action, tied to a 
realistic revision of the chargeback for- 
mula now in use, is basic to solution of 
problems which otherwise are insoluble. 

More communities were made aware 
in recent days of the inequity of the pres- 
ent chargeback formula but again the 
brunt is borne by growing school systems. 
Applied to the pay raise recently voted, 
for instance, it means Atlanta teachers 
would get only $209 of the promised $300 
raise. 


It is time to equalize local support of 
schools through a formula based upon 
statewide uniform and equalized tax as- 
sessments. The sooner the machinery for 
the latter is activated, as Rep. Ebb Dun- 
can said Monday, the sooner will we move 
toward adequate schools.

Canaveral Umpire Is 
Sad News, But Due 


Defense Secretary McNamara and 
Secretary of Labor Goldberg correctly are 
moving into the labor-management mess 
at Cape Canaveral on orders of Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

They should bang together whatever 
heads require impact in order to knock 
the stopper out of the missile program. 
Testimony before the McClellan subcom- 
mittee, reporting waste and delay, is ap- 
palling at this point in the cold war. 

Simply because the national interest is 
at stake, contractors should not be per- 
mitted to victimize labor, and labor 
should not be allowed to shake down 
contractors. But because the national in- 
terest is in fact at stake, some stern gov- 
ernment umpiring is due if that is neces- 
sary to keep the missile program moving. 
It is a poor commentary that such umpir- 
ing is needed.

Let Executives Serve, 
At Pleasure of Board 


A natural suspicion arises when pro- 
fessional staffs of political institutions are 
asked to give up safeguards. The suspicion 
arises in the current discussion of Dr. 
John Letson’s proposal that top school ex-

ecutives be employed at the pleasure of 
the school board rather than for four- 
year terms. 


There are, however, a few things in 
favor of the Letson proposal. In his own 
words, the “normal flow and flexibility” 
of school operation is at times hampered 
by contracts. Desirable changes within the 
organization are difficult at best, impos- 
sible at worst when contracts exist. 


As we understand it, hiring and fir- 
ing are not at issue. Transfers from one 
position to another within the system are 
all that Dr. Letson suggests be allowed 
“at the pleasure of the board.” 


There are some risks in abandoning 
contracts. They seem to be minor. A good 
argument can be made for the fact that 
executive level professional men and 
women are more jeopardized by contracts 
than by the absence of them. 


If the board ever abuses its rights, it 
can be taken care of. Board members al- 
Ways serve “under contract’ to the elec- 
torate.

Reapportionment Panel 
Has Great Opportunity 


The House committee on legislative 
reapportionment, which will hold its first 
meeting today, has the opportunity of 
becoming the most important committee 
stemming from this year’s session of the 
General Assembly. 

Among the first orders of business 
will be establishment of an agenda for 
hearings. In taking to the road, the com- 
mittee should select a variety of sites so 
as to make it as convenient as possible 
for the pros and cons in each area of the 
state to be heard. Locations should not 
be determined strictly on an invitational 
basis. 

There should be no question, although 
there undoubtedly will be, as to the lack 
of fairness in the present cockeyed way 
of determining how much representation 
a county has in the General Assembly and 
in Congress. It also is difficult to imagine 
how anyone can in good conscious label 
the present distribution of unit votes as 
equitable. 

Nor is there justification for a rural- 
urban squabble at the hearings. They 
should be conducted in a calm atmosphere 
with reason prevailing. 


Establishment of the need for reappor- 
tionment, however, is not enough. How 
to carry it out also must be determined. 
In that connection study should be given 
to DeKalb Rep. James Mackey’s sugges- 
tion of several months ago. Maintaining 
that the House membership of 205 al- 
ready is too large, he proposed that each 
of the 159 counties would elect one rep- 
resentative’ regardless of population rank 
while the Senate, now composed of one 
each from 54 districts, be rearranged on 
a population basis, resulting in an ex- 
panded body. ‘ 

Consideration also should be given to 
changing the number of county unit 
votes. Floyd County Rep. Robert Scog- 
gin’s plan for +70 additional votes for 
heavily populated counties without taking 
away any votes from the smaller ones Is 
one of many possible combinations. 

Whatever the committee comes up 
with will have to take into considera- 
tion both population and geography. But 
certainly there should be agreement that 
population deserves to be a far more im- 
portant factor than it is under the pres- 
ent unfair arrangement which virtually 
disfranchises so many citizens. Quivers in 
its legal grounds are becoming increas- 
ingly noticeable. 


Is United States Becoming a Slum? 


America the beautiful is becoming America 
the mess. 

That, in brief, is the general theme of a 
rather remarkable book by 
Wilford Owen, “Cities in the 
Motor Age,” published by 
Viking Press in 1959: It also 
is the theme of another dev- 
astating criticism of Amer- 
ica’s urban society by orn 
tect Peter Blake in the cur 
rent issue of the naicnniate 
Horizon. 

Mr. Blake, in fact, con- 
cludes that the United States 
is fast becoming ‘“‘the big- 
gest slum on the face of the 
earth’’ and it is “Mr. Average Citizen” who is 
responsible. 

Charging that the majority of Americans be- 
have like vandals, Mr. Blake attributes this to 
two principal reasons: 

1. We have grown indifferent to the sense 


and decay. And the family car. designed to get 
people around quickly and easily, is increasing- 
ly bogged down in obsolete streets, parking lots 
and engaged in a massive contest with urban en- 
vironments. 

The population has been clearing out to the 
suburbs, leaving the slums behind. In too many 
instances this process simply has amounted to 
moving the slums to the suburbs. Those who 
fled to find more pleasant surroundings have 
found themselves swamped by thousands of 
others with the same idea. 


The trend continues and will become more 
pronounced as 20 million additional workers are 
added to the morning rush between now and 1975. 


In this three dimensional urban society of 
work, the home and the community, Mr. Owen 
envisions the ultimate: 

“Lewis Munford . . . sees a new six-hour day 
dawning. . . . When that day comes, six hours 
will be spent in our automobile getting back 
and forth to work. Six hours will be spent on 
the job, watching an automatic machine per- 
form the functions of working and thinking that 
were once the jobs of human beings. Another six 
hours will find us looking at television, with all 
the glories of the metropolis brought right into 
oe ee That will leave six hours for the 

of life, part of which will be devoted. to sleep. 
But - will be needed in the 
daytime, sleeping pills will be needed at night.”

Power and Policy 
Have to Balance 


WASHINGTON—Alan Shepard’s heavenly lob 
was not only the happiest homecoming since the 
prodigal son, but it points up the difference be- 


tween our scientists and our statesmen. The scientists thought sisal 
their whole problem from the countdown to the pick-up. They meas- 
ured the forces they had against the forces they had to overcome. 
They not only figured out how to shoot him into space but how to get 


him back. 

This is precisely what our 
statesmen and soldiers did not do 
in Cuba and Laos. They forgot 
about the re-entry problems. 

The parallel is not precise. Di- 
plomacy is not an exact science, 
but policy and power have to be 
balanced in both fields, otherwise 
there. is trouble. 

Laos is a case in point. United 
States policy there was to keep 
the Communists out of that coun- 
try but the forces at our com- 
mand were not balanced against 
the forces they opposed. 

Thus, as former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon said in Chi- 
cago, the lesson is clear: ‘We 
must never talk bigger than we 
are prepared to act.’’ 

This, however, is precisely 
what we have been doing under 
both Presidents Eisenhower and 
Kennedy. The Eisenhower admin- 
istration gave the commitment to 
defend Laos: 

President Kennedy, stuck with 
this commitment, asserted that 
there was no sacrifice we would 
not make to defend freedom, but 
again he found it was easier to 
talk than to act. 

Thus, for years we -have been 
complaining about ‘‘power poli- 
tics’ and ‘“‘the balance of power,” 
but there are no other kind of 
politics in the world today, and 
when the chips are down the bal- 
ance of power is usually decisive. 


This is ah extremely awkward 
fact, for it is not only in Laos but 
in Thailand, South Vietnam and 
Iran that the balance of power is 
running against our ‘commit- 
ments. 

The hard question now is wheth- 
er we are going to increase the 
power in these regions or de- 
erease the commitments. 

Immediately after the war, 
when the United States had an 
atomic monopoly, it was in a po- 
sition to enforce its will in areas 
close to the Communist borders. 
It was then that the government 
decided on a policy of halting ex- 
pansion of communism every- 
where, but meanwhile the atomic 
monopoly has been broken, the 
balance of power has shifted, but 
the balance of policy has not 
shifted with it. We are, in other 
words, out of kilter, depending on 
promises that we have not had 
the will to keep and which our 
better judgment told us we 
should not keep, and it will prob- 
ably be a long time, involving 
more embarrassments and de- 
feats, before this policy can be 
brought into balance without war. 

Kennedy knows this and is 
working night and day on it. 

The trouble is that he has been 
shot into space without any sure 
means of return and is bound to 
do a lot of spinning before he 
gets down.

3 Factors Are To Blame 


For the Failure in Cuba 


When one says ‘‘Cuba’’ 


these days in the United States he may 


mean the ill-fated invasion attempt by northern-trained Cuban refu- 
gees which gave Fidel Castro something to crow about at his May 
Day rallies and gave the Kennedy administration a grim setback in 
international prestige. Former President Eisenhower has set the

From much that has appeared 
in public prints it seems that 
blame—not to try to narrow it 
down to individuals — can be 
placed on three factors: 

One was the wide lack of unity 
and coherent organization among 
the Cuban..refugees, where com- 
mon enmity to Castro is not 
enough to provide a constructive 
program. Disorganization made a 
farce of the security of informa- 
tion and let Castro know what to 
expect. 

Second, the Central Intelligence 
Agency or some agency appears 
thus to have been drawn into the 
role of director or at least co- 
ordinator of plans which should 
have been the exclusive province 
of a Cuban provisional or exile 
government. 

Third, under these circum- 
stances the impression unfortu- 
nately was produced abroad that 


“Don’t go back and 


we can do better in the future.”’ In 


Washington and in Florida should 
have given such paramilitary as- 
sistance or even permitted refu- 
gees to use North American soil 
for recruiting and drilling counter- 
revolutionary forces. 

Latin - American dictatorships 
being what they are, Latin-Ameri- 
can countries long have honored 
a “right of asylum” which could 
include political activity. Commu- 
nist dictatorships being what they 
are, it is difficult to find hope for 
reversal, even by a resistant peo- 
ple, without external assistance. 

The point is that the leadership 
should come from those whose 
freedom is directly at stake—in 
this instance, Cubans. If the Unit- 
ed States strictly limits its role to 
reasonable support, and is will- 
ing to await the issue on that 
basis, it was ground to hope at 
least that the world will under- 
stand. 

But the point is that the United 
States should not make puppets 
of exile governments nor be 
drawn so deeply into their plans 
as to make them appear puppets. 
The statement attributed to Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk that 
the United States has no plan now 
“to proceed with any American 
armed intervention in Cuba" is 
indicative of a correct line.

thinks of space in terms of a battlefield of the future and a battlefield 
must have finite limitations. To the Air Force therefore, ‘‘space” has 
a specific meaning. It is defined as that envelope of emptiness sur- 
rounding the earth whose outer boundaries lie a certain distance 


from the earth. 

The arbitrary figure settled on, 
for no particular reason I can dis- 
cover, is 80,000 miles. This is “10 
diameters’’"—10 times the diame- 
ter of the earth, which is a little 
less than 8,000 miles through the 
center at the equator. 

This is the area in which the 
Air Force will seek to operate— 
leaving to the civilian scientists, 
at least for now, the journeys to 
the moon, to Mars and Venus and 
the exploration of the planets. 

Within that 80,000 miles within 
the next few years, all manner of 
military vehicles will be in opera- 
tion. Some, whose early prototypes 
are already floating around up 
there, will be surveillance satel- 
lites, spies in the sky, keeping an 
eye on all that moves on earth, 
watching for signs of hostile ac- 
tivity on earth. Others will be 
designed to watch specifically for 
missile or satellite launchings, de- 
tecting a blast off from a launch- 
ing pad. Others will be ‘“‘inspec- 
tors,” satellites designed to go 
alongside a stranger in the sky 
and determine whether his mis- 
sion is friendly or hostile. 

These are the defensive satel- 
lites. Others will be capable of 
offensive action. Drifting 100 miles 


above the earth, satellite ee 


these missile-bearing satellites, 
roaming in random orbits over- 
head. There will also be anti- 
missile satellites, designed to dive 
like a hawk on a rising enemy 
missile and destroy it before it 
can ready its target. 


Supporting these satellites will 
be other satellites of various kinds 
—{for communications, for weather 
reconnaissance, for mapping pur- 
poses. All of these. defensive, of- 
fensive and logistic satellites alike, 
must be kept in perfect working 
order. The first task, therefore, 
for ‘“‘man in space’’ will not be 
a dramatic exploration of the 
moon or Mars. It will be a prosaic 
job of maintenance and repair. 
He will go up in a floating tool- 
shed, to replace dead batteries, 
or malfunctioning parts in the 
Satellites that are already adrift 
up there. . 


Afterward, of course, there will 
be huge space stations in the sky, 
manned by crews which will be 
ferried back and forth from earth, 
and aerial command posts from 
which all the satellites, offensive 
and defensive, can be controlled. 


When will all this come to pass? 
Sooner row any of us could now 
believe. The first “‘inspection and 
identification” satellite, called 

“Saint” by the Air Force, will go - 
up this December, to identify, in 
practice, small balloons we will 
send up for it to find. Others will 
follow. In 10 years the upper air 
will be a crowded place.

Sooner or 
later we must decide whether to 
be secure or to be free.

- free government. We are losing 
our freedom because of our love 
of money. Money never made 
a man free. No slavery is more 
complete than that which love 
of money brings. 

Our worship of education can 
cost us our freedom. Men are 
Saying and writing that educa- 
tion is the foundation of free- 
dom. It is not. It has of itself 
no power to create freedom. 
Men use education for their 
own. purposes. Free men cre- 
, ated education in this country 
to enable men to know God. 
Russia educates that men may 
ignore God. What matters is 
not education but what is being 
poured through it. A system 
for distributing water is good if 
the water is pure and is bad if 
, the water is poisoned. 

This country was founded and 
.formed by free men. No gov- 
ernment made them free. Gov- 
ernment tried to make slaves 
of them. Money did not make 
them free. They knew only 
suffering, privation and danger. 


Education did not make them 
free. They created free educa- 
tion because they were free. 

They were free men because 
they knew themselves to be 
children of God. They had 
learned what Paul meant when 
he said, “If Christ shall make 
you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed.’”’ They found that free- 
dom is a matter not of outward 
circumstances but of inner con- 
victions.

WASHINGTON—The cooperative government-industry program 
for development of nuclear power received another setback Tuesday

yond expectations this year. This | 
meant that total required local | 
effort increased $2.3 million, in- 
stead of the $1.2 to $1.3 million 
that had been anticipated. 


LOCAL SHARE RAISED 


At the time the Legislature was | 
in session, it appeared, from the | 
$1.2 million estimate then avail-| 
able, that $38 of the $300 raise 
would be in local funds. Van- 
diver’s decision now boosts the 
local share of the $300 raise to 
$69, leaving the extra $1 million 
for use at the state level.

Mayor Hartsfield expressed 
hope Tuesday that the question 
of wholesale desegregation of At- 
lanta’s park facilities will not be 
pressed further ‘“‘at this time.” 


He voiced the hope after a 2'+- 
hour. secret meeting with city 
parks officials and Negro and 
white integration leaders in the 
mayor’s office at City Hall. 


The discussion centered around 
desegregation of all public parks 
facilities, including swimming 
pools, in accordance with a de- 
mand made recently by Negro 
leaders. 


CITES NEGRO PARKS 


The mayor pointed out that golf 
courses already have been de- 
segregated, that existing parks 
reserved for Negro use are not 
used to capacity, and that other 
Negro parks are planned in ur- 
ban renewal areas. 


Aldeman Charlie Leftwich, the 
parks committee chairman, and 
George I. Simons, parks man- 
ager, attended the meeting. 


Also attending were Carl Hol- 
man and Jesse Hill Jr., members 
of the Atlanta Committee for Co- 
operative Action, who recently 
demanded desegregation of city 
parks and Q. V. Williamson. 
another member of the same or- 
ganization, 

PRESS EXCLUDED 


Mrs. Walter Paschall and Hen- 
ry Boyte, officials of the Greater 
Atlanta Council on Human 
Rights, also were present to urge 
desegregation. 


Holman and Hill are associated 
with an Atlanta Negro newspaper, 
the Atlanta Enquirer, but other 
members of the press were ex- 
cluded from the meeting. Harts- 
field said later he did not know 
any of the conference partici- 
pants were connected with the 
press, and that if he had known 
he would have pointed out others 
should be admitted.

- But 
since I was no more planned 
to command than Miss Spain 
was designed to obey, we came 
to a natural compromise. I 
never mentioned it, and Helen 
went on as she always had. 


There were many Helen Knox 
Spain legends in newspaper cir- 
cles, one of which was the touch- 
ing rumor that she suffered 
gallantly a-tragedy in an early 
romance. It lent an appealing 


wistfulness to her proud: facade. 


She had a classical humor, 
and at one of the last bal 
masques of the Women’s Press 
Club she came as the young 
Ophelia, with garlands in her 
hair. That is the way some of 
us remember her, a beautiful 
maiden, sheltering a dreaming 
heart and a sieala: sorrow un- 
der a Queen Mary hat.

Dear Dr. Molner: I have been 
treated for 12 years for sciatic 
neuritis. ... —Mrs. H. P. 


Sciatic neuritis, or “sciatica,” 
refers to pain in a large nerve 
that originates in the lower por- 
tion of the spinal cord dnd ex- 
tends down the back of the 
thighs. 


Sciatica is not the correct term 
for any old pain in the lower 
back; it refers to pain in the 
area of that particular nerve. 
The important thing is whether 
the doctor can determine the 
precise location of the pain and 
then find out the basic cause. 


For in this sort of trouble, just 


as with pain in “phantom limbs,” 
the cause of the pain may not 
be where it seems to be. It may 
be somewhere along the nerve. 
It may be at the point at which 
the nerve exits from the spine, 
though the pain seems to be in 
the back and/or legs. 


The pain can be extremely 
severe—there is no paralysis of 
the legs, but because of the pain, 
walking may be very difficult. 


Sciatica is such a misery that 
all reasonable steps should be 
taken, first to ease the pain and 
then to track down the basic 
cause so it can be corrected. 
With real sciatica, pain-suppres- 
sing drugs are necessary. They

should, of course, be safe ones. 
Then comes the search for the 
basic cause.

authorizes the studies that can 
get the real root of the trouble— 
obviously more difficult and long- 
lasting in her case than is true 
with many others.

ARRESTED WITH STRIPPER, 
RATTERMAN CLAIMS FRAME

NEWPORT, Ky.—George Ratterman, former 
pro football player and a reform candidate for 
sheriff of Campbell County, said Tuesday night 
he was drugged prior to his arrest in a Newport 
hotel room with a woman. 


Ratterman was arrested early Tuesday morn- 
ing by Newport detcetives with a woman listed 
as Juanita Jean Hodges, whose stage name is 
April Flowers. She was charged with prostitution 
and Ratterman with disorderly conduct, breach 
of peace and resisting arrest. 

Ratterman said in a statement issued at a 
press conference that the room where he was ar- 
rested was that of Tito Carinci, a former Xavier 
University football player and manager of the 
hotel, Carinci was charged with breach of peace. 


Ratterman said he had gone to the hotel with 
Carinci and a mutual friend. 

Detectives Pat Ciafardini, Upshire White and 
Joseph Quitter said they made the raid after re- 
ceiving a tip that prostitution was in progress at 
the hotel. 


Ratterman’s statement said he was drugged 
“and awakened in the bedroom of the apartment 
of Tito Carinci in the Glenn Hotel in Newport.” 


He said Dr. Carl Anderson, his family doctor, 
had made blood tests, and that Dr. Frank Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati pathologist, reported the test 
was positive for the presence of chloral hydrate. 


“That confirms the fact I was drugged,’ Rat- 
terman said. 


Ratterman, 38, father of eight, said he became 
groggy and fell asleep in the hotel room after 
eating and that he was awakened when ‘‘several 
people entered the room and were tearing at my 
shirt and trousers.

Danger signs to look for 


Termites are very secretive about their work. 
There are, however, five danger signs you can 
look for. 


1, Now through June, watch for flying and 
crawling swarms of termites inside and out- 


side your house. (See drawing below.) 


2. Look for numerous detached, white wings 
on the ground around your house, King and 
queen termites shed them before entering the 
ground to start a new colony. 


3. Look for greyish, earthen-like tubes or tun- 
nels on cellar walls, in crawl spaces and on 
supporting pillars. These tubes look like vines 
and are commonly found near cracks and sep- 
arations. They will invariably lead to wood. 


4. Termites commonly attack sills, beams, and 
outside porch supports. Probe these areas with 
a screwdriver. Softness or hollowness may in- 
dicate the presence of termites. 


5. Floors sagging under heavy furniture, weak 
stairways, or a sudden settling of the house 
are more advanced symptoms. While they 
may not be caused by termites, they should 


be checked immediately.
